Y ET IN MANY W AYS, we have mas­ 
tered time. As the only animals with a 
cultural as well as a biological inheri­ 
tance. we preserve our own todays in 
books or on tape or stone and pass them 
on to countless tomorrows. 
Or we measure time and divide it into 
small pieces and hang it on the wall, or 
split it into even tinier bits and strap it to 
our wrists 
We u^e time, wisely or not. and it is 
the only commodity which we can spend 
prodigally and yet receive a fresh supply 
of everv new dav—for a time.

day. 
fhis tune of ours is good only on this 


planet; it would be ‘'out oi time” on any 
other. 
IF W E VENTURE into deeper realms 
of astronomy, we can dizzy ourselves with 
figures and the strange things that hap­ 
pen to “ time.” 
For instance, our solar system is pac­ 
ing out its own cycle, speeding through 
space in the general direction of the con­ 
stellation Lyra at som< thing like 60 miles 
a second. (Of course, we will never reach 
Lyra, some 156 trillion miles distant, for 
it too is moving.) 
Our Milky Way galaxy is itself a time­ 
piece—-billions oi stars revolving about a 
center duskily obscured by interstellar 
gas, revolving once every 200 million 
years. 
Tims if we reckon from t he creat ion of 
the sun, currently guessed to have occur­ 
red about 10 billion (earth) years ago, 
our sun, dragging its planets along with 
it. has made that vast circumnavigation 
but 50 times. 
Happy golden anniversary, sun. 
THEN. TOO. IN SPACE we become in­

LOOKING INTO THE HEAVENS on a 
starry night, we have to remind ourselves 
that what we see is not the universe at

Conversely, light from a new-born 
star mav not reach the earth until the

grandchildren—or not until the sun is 
burned out and the earth is gone and on­ 
ly motes of dust remain as unseing wit­ 
nesses to the coming of the light. 
All of this, of course, has little to do 
with our lives upon tins local planet. 
Time lor us is mostly a sequence of obli­ 
gations. and we have precious little time 
between obligations to spend on philoso­ 
phic meanderings. 
IF W E A RE FO RCED to think about it. 
we will admit that we are pretty insignifi­ 
cant things in the universe and that our 
New Year's Day is a rather 
parochial 
event, to sav the least 
But we also know that if we are bound 
by time, we are also timeless. We have 
minds that are unconstrained by 
tlu 
strictures of relativity theory, that can 
leap backward and forward in history at 
will, that can cross the uncrossable gulfs 
of space and return again, and 
never 
mind the limitations oi the speed ol light. 
Such mind-stretching is good exercise 
occasionally. And though the stars keep 
their secrets, some of us like to thina 
that somewhere, some “ time” out there, 
other minds have made the same journ- 
ev.

MAKING MOST OF 1964 


One question is naturally foremost in our minds 
today: “What will the new year bring?’’ 
W hat will it bring the world, our nation, oui com­ 
m unities. our families and ourselves as individuals? 
The question is natural because we so often seem 
to think of the future as an unfolding of events that 
rem ain hidden until the appointed hour for them to 
occur. 
Perhaps that is why many are fascinated by those 
who claim to be able to peer beyond the veil of the 
future; why there are probably more fortune tellers in 
the 20th century than at any previous time. why. 
when something happens, people so often say, “Ah. 
yes, it was fated.” 
On the other hand, we may be thoroughly rational­ 
istic and take littie comfort from a view that has ev­ 
erything foreordained, foredoomed 
Yet there may 
still be the tendency to wonder; “W hat will the new 
year bring?” 
The question should be: “W hat do I intend to bring 
to the new year?” 
This is more than a mere cataloging of resolutions 
having to do with personal habits or attitudes towards 
those around us. It involves more than a code of per­ 
sonal ethical behavior, good though that is. 
It has to do with the very purpose of our existence, 
whatever we may conceive that purpose to be. It is 
the difference between a negative acceptance of w hat­ 
ever comes and a positive determ ination to shape the 
future closer to the heart's desire 
This positive outlook should function both in our 
m ost immediate and closest relationships, right on up 
to our duties as citizens of local and national com­ 
munities. 
The question was stated in another way by the late 
President Kennedy in his inaugural address: 
“Ask not what your country can do lor you: ask 
w hat you can do lor your country.” 
This is a question we should ask ourselves regularly, 
and especially on this first day of a brand new year. 
“W hat do we intend to make of 1964?”
